Miss Pal­ 
mowski went to awaken the other 
girl after Miss K u chta’s two-hou r 
rest period. As she opened the door 
she spied the nu de body of the 
nu rse near the window. 
Fire Escape Used 
A dark man in a white shirt, 
dark trou sers and cap had one foot 
ou t 
the 
window. 
He 
clattered 
qu ickly down the fire escape while 
Miss Palm owski’s scream s aw ak­ 
ened the hospital. 
Miss K u chta’s head had been 
battered with a brick which was 
fou nd ou tside the window. 
Her 
body was bru ised and scratched. 
Police said she had been assau lted. 
The attack occu rred like many 
in recent months. The criminal had 
mou nted a fire escape (in other 
cases it was a nearby bu ilding) and 
entered the room throu gh a loose 
screen. On Au g. 7 Miss Palmowski 
had screamed and rou ted a negro 
from the s^me fire escape u sed to­ 
day. Three days later a nu rse had 
seen a negro remove a screen from 
the window of her room and had 
frightened him away by scream ­ 
ing. 
A police squ ad was posted at the 
hospital, bu t withdraw n after fou r 
days of fru itless vigil. 
Earlier this year a negro had 
slashed Miss Marcella Miles, 26, 
night 
su perintendent of nu rses, 
with a razor blade when she re­ 
fu sed to give him narcotics. That 
man was sentenced to a year in 
jail. 
Dru g Addict Hu nted 
descriptions of the su spect in 
today’s crime indicated he m ight 
have been a dru g addict. Tom De 
Bru gane and Karl Wilhelm, jani- 
tor'' of nearby bu ildings, said they 
saw the long-armed negro late last 
r* "ht pacing near the hospital.

Portu gai, a dictator nation,

The break was made on grou nds that Czechoslovakia refu sed to 
deliver the gu ns becau se of pressu re from “a third nation.” Czecho­ 
slovakia, a democracy, itself has been the su bject of bitter political 
attack in German Nazi circles as being an ally of France and the 
Soviet Union. 
Refu sal to permit export of the arm s by Czecho­ 
slovakia was based on the grou nd that shipment wou ld violate the 
non-intervcigion agreem ent concerning Spain. Portu gal, favoring the 
fascist cau se, has been a base for shipments to General Francisco 
Franco. 
The Czech government, headed by Dr. Edou ard Benes, 
expressed “astonishm ent” over the breach. 
In Portu gal, President 
Marshall Antonio Carmona shares ru le with the fascist-inclined 
premier, Dr. Antonio Salazar.

ers to be a diseased condition. By 
1931, Dr. F rank P. M cW horter 
advanced the theory of opposing 
viruses. 
Five more years of ex ­ 
perimenting confirmed the theory. 
Dr. M cW horter suggests that 
gardeners will find it safe to avoid 
planting lilies that are perpetu­ 
ated by bulb division among choice 
seeding lilies that arc more lik ely 
to be free from infection.

all the factors—emotional, physi­ 
cal, environmental—in the causa­ 
tion of the disorder for the pur­ 
pose of effecting a cure. 
This is certainly a contrast to 
the conditions which prevailed in 
the days of the stuttering schools, 
where they could think of nothing 
but drills over and over again, with 
the general impression prevailing 
that the stutterer was a bad child 
who was being punished. 
A recent report by Dr. James S. 
Greene, of the National Hospital for 
Speech Disorders in New York, 
gives an insight into the causes of 
speech disorders. 
The largest number of patients 
treated at the institute are stutter­ 
ers, but stuttering is not the basis 
for all forms of speech disorders. 
Dr. Green distinguishes between 
stammering and stuttering. 
Stut­ 
tering is labored, difficult, hesitant 
speech which results in defective 
conversation. Stammering is a de­ 
fect in articulation. 
Stammering 
depends on defective performance, 
while stuttering results from emo­ 
tional disturbances. 
Certain speech defects are defl- 
nitely due to the persistence of in-; tonsil operations.

fantile habit, mlsguidedly encour­ 
aged by the parents.

Talking baby talk to children, and 
imitating their own speech because 
it is so cute, can be carried on so 
long that they come to have a 
mutilated speech which is carried 
on into adult life when it sounds 
far from cute. 
If a child has the 
slightest constitutional tendency to 
speech defect, nothing is more like­ 
ly to confirm It than hearing such 
speech constantly imitated. 
No one would want to Interfere 
with the happiness of young par­ 
ents in enjoying their children in 
this way, but there comes a time 
when it is definitely too late to con­ 
tinue it. It is possible in a family 
of three or four children of about 
the same age for them to develop 
a language entirely intelligible to 
them but to no one else. 
Lisping 
is 
an 
infantile 
poor 
speech habit carried over into adult 
life. It is not due to any physical 
defect in the tongue—tongue tie— 
but entirely to habit formation. 
Similar to lisping is the nasal In­ 
accurate speech in which the palate 
does not close off the nasal cavity 
during speech. 
The soft palate 
hangs loose in ordinary breathing, 
but in speaking all sounds except 
the nasals—m, n, ng, p—it moves 
upwards almost entirely closing the 
nasal from the mouth cavity. This 
form of speech may be due to phys­ 
ical causes—not only cleft palate, 
but adenoids and injuries following

When a ho u se is to b e b u ilt on a 
hillside, the p lan sho u ld b e sp ecifi­ 
cally designed fo r a slo p ing lo t. It 
is a m istake to try and fit a ho u se 
th at has b een designed fo r flat 
gro u nd to this ty p e o f p ro p erty . 
Pro p erly designed, a ho u se o n a 
hill can b e made interesting and 
u nu su al. 
Ro o ms on different lev ­ 
els, co nnected b y a few step s, are 
an entertaining change fro m the 
mo re u su al p lan. 
An attem p t to 
adap t an o rdinary p lan to the 
slo p ing lo t is likely to hav e dis­ 
tressing resu lts. 
Do o rs are likely 
to b e sev eral feet fro m the gro u nd, j 
necessitating step s th at sp o il the 
co ntinu ity of the ex terio r, o r p art 
o f the earth is taken o u t o f the 
side o f a hill, and ex p ensiv e retain­ 
ing walls m u st b e b u ilt.

o p enings it seep s thro u gh, ru ining 
the inside finish.

Fire Escape Used 


A dark man in a white shirt, 


dark trousers and cap had one foot 
out the window. He 
clattered 


quickly down the fire escape while 
Miss Palmowski's screams awak- 
ened the hospital. 


Miss Kuchta's head had been 


battered with a brick which was 
found outside the window. 
Her 


body was bruised and scratched. 
Police said she had been assaulted. 


The attack occurred like many 


in recent months. The criminal had 
mounted a fire escape (in other 
cases it was a nearby building) and 
entered the room through a loose 
screen. On Aug. 7 Miss Palmowski 
had screamed and routed a negro 
from the same fire escape used to- 
day. Three days later a nurse had 
seen a negro remove a screen from 
the window of her room and had 
frightened him away by scream- 
ing. 


A police squad was posted at the 


hospital, but withdrawn after four 
days of fruitless vigil. 


Earlier this year a negro had 


slashed Miss Marcella. Miles, 26,

superintendent of nurses, 


with a razor blade when she re- 
fused to give him narcotics. That 
man was sentenced to a year in 
jail.

PORTUGAL'S severance of relations with Czechoslovakia has 


created a sensation in Europe. 
Portugal, a dictator nation, 


aligned with Nazi Germany in the Spanish civil war crisis, recalled 
its minister to Czechoslovakia when that nation refused permission 
of its largest armament factory to fill a Portuguese order for guns. 
The break was made on grounds that Czechoslovakia refused to 
deliver the guns because of pressure from "a tbird nation." Czecho- 
slovakia, a democracy, itself has been the subject of bitter political 
attack in German Nazi circles as being an ally of France and the 
Soviet Union. Refusal to permit export of the arms by Czecho- 
slovakia was based on the ground that shipment would violate the 
non-intervention agreement concerning Spain. Portugal, favoring the 
fascist cause, has been a base for shipments to General Francisco 
Franco. 
The Czech government, headed by Dr. Edouard Benes, 


expressed "astonishment" over the breach. In Portugal, President 
Marshall Antonio Carmona shares rule with the fascist-Inclined 
premier, Dr. Antonio Salazar.

One, promptly denied by Jap- 
anese, was that Jap planes were 
dropping disease germs to wipe 
out civilians. Fantastic as this one 
was, it swept through the terror- 
ized Chinese refugee areas. 


Harold Bixby, St. Louis,

ways, announced today that he was 
grounding all American pilots of 
the China National Aviation Cor- 
poration, which the Chinese gov- 
ernment and Pan American own 
Jointly. 


Both officers expressed determi- 


nation to end the series of attacks.

By these two, 
a common code of morals and a 
common place of worship, he weld- 
ed a horde of slaves into a great 
nation in a generation. 


A Meeting Place With God 
"Speak unto the children of Is- 


rael that they bring me an offer- 
ing. ..And let them make me a 
sanctuary; 
that I may dwell 


among them," said God to Moses. 
Our God is eager to commune with 
his people. His plea is ever "Come 
unto me." To encourage reverence 
and regularity in their 
coming 


God planned the Tabernacle and 
all of its furnishings. 
Provided 


through the people's gifts it was 
to be an expression of their love 
to God. Their willingness to give 
was what gave value to their gifts 
In God's sight: "Of every man that 
giveth it willingly with his heart 
ye shall take an offering." 


The Ark of the Covenant 


The chief article of furnishing In 


the Tabernacle was the ark of the 
covenant in the holy of holies. Its 
top, overlaid with gold and sur- 
mounted by the golden cherubim, 
was the "mercy seat" on which 
blood was sprinkled on the day of 
atonement. Mercy is 
the 
only 


ground on which we are 
fit 
to 


meet with. God. And this blood 
sprinkled 
mercy 
seat 
typefies 


Christ through whose atonement 
we have fellowship with God. 


The Table bearing the 
twelve 


loaves of bread symbolized Christ 
as the Bread of Life for our sus- 
tenance. The golden candlestick 
typefied him as the Light of the 
world, and the golden altar of in- 
cense the way through which we 
come to the Father, the laver our 
cleansing in Christ, and the altar 
of burnt offering at the entering 
door of the Tabernacle the cross, 
our only means of approach 
to 


God. 


Purpose of the Tabernacle 


The purpose of the Tabernacle 


was to serve as a sermon in gold 
and other precious materials, 
a 


sermon on the way to God. "There 
I will meet with the children of 
Israel; and the tent shall be sanc- 
tified by my glory . . . and I will 
dwell among the children of Israel, 
and will be their God. And tney 
shall know that I 
am Jehovan 


their God." Every article in 
the 


Tabernacle pointed the way to God 
and prepared the worshiper 
for 


fellowship with God. 


The Proof of God's Presence 
As proof of God's presence in 


the midst of his people and as an 
encouragement to 
them, to seek 


fellowship with him in the Taber- 
nacle "the cloud covered the tent 
of meeting, and the glory of 
Je- 


hovah filled the Tabernacle.. .For 
the cloud of Jehovah was upon the 
Tabernacle by day and there was 
fire therein by night, in the sight 
of all the house of Israel, through- 
out all their Journeys." Thus God 
answered man's obedience In build- 
ing the Tabernacle by overshad- 
owing and in dwelling it with his 
glory, until in the 
fullness of 


time, he tabernacled among them 
In human flesh In the person of his 
Son. This tent of meeting in the 
very center of the camp drama- 
tized the place of God and of re- 
ligion at the very heart of the na- 
tion.

Second, they feel the chances of putting 


through a more drastic measure will be a 
great deal better next year. 


The Congress that convenes next Jan- 


uary will have its eye cocked on the pri- 
mary election in the spring and summer. 


I That means that a lot of the boys who have 


j been cold to the legislation this session will 
be much more tractable next year.. That 
always happens in election years, and par- 
ticularly in a doubtful one, as 1938 is cer- 
tain to be. 


Further, a farm bill is scheduled to be 


i considered next session. The rural mem- 
'bers, for the most part either hostile or in- 
different to the wage-hour bill, will want 
labor support. That will open the way for 
the pro-labor members to do some log-roll- 
ing in behalf of their measure. 


So the laborites are taking their ap- 


parent rebuff philosophically and biding 
their time for 1938.

THE STUDY of speech disor- 


ders, such as stuttering and stam- 
mering, now is in the hands of 


There are in- 
United States 


where these patients can be han- 
dled with a true regard for their 
best welfare—where a scientific 
study of the Case will be made, and 
a sympathetic attempt to adjust 
all the factors—emotional, physi- 
cal, 
environmental—in the causa- 


tion of the disorder for the pur- 
pose of effecting a cure. 


This is certainly a contrast to 


the conditions which prevailed in 
the days of the stuttering schools, 
where they could think of nothing 
but drills over and over again, with 
the general Impression prevailing 
that the stutterer was a bad child 
who was being punished. 


A recent report by Dr. James S. 


Greene, of the National Hospital for 
Speech Disorders in New York, 
^Lves an Insight into the causes of 
speech disorders. 


The largest number of patients 


treated at the institute are stutter- 
ers, but stuttering is not the basis 
for all forms of speech disorders. 
Dr. Green distinguishes between 
stammering and stuttering. Stut- 
tering is labored, difficult, hesitant 
speech which results in defective 
conversation. Stammering is a de- 
fect In articulation. 
Stammering 


depends on defective performance, 
while stuttering results from emo- 
tional disturbances. 


Certain speech defects are defi- 


nitely due to the persistence of in- 


fantile habit, misguidedly encour- 
aged by the parents. Thus lalling 
and other forms of baby talk are 
considered by Dr. Greene to ba 
caused mainly by environment. 
Talking baby talk to children, and 
imitating their own speech because 
it is so cute, can be carried on so 
long that they come to have a 
mutilated speech which is carried 
on into adult life when it sounds 
far from cute. If a child has the 
slightest constitutional tendency to 
speech defect, nothing is more like- 
ly to confirm it than hearing such 
speech constantly imitated. 


No one would want to interfere 


with the happiness of young par- 
ents in enjoying their children in 
this way, but there comes a timo 
when it is definitely too late to con- 
tinue it. It is possible in a family 
of three or four children of about 
the same age for them to develop 
a language entirely intelligible to 
them but to no one else. 


Lisping is an 
infantile poor 


speech habit carried over into adult 
life. It is not due to any physical 
defect in the tongue—tongue tie— 
but entirely to habit formation. 


Similar to lisping is the nasal in- 


accurate speech in which the palate 
does not close off the nasal cavity 
during speech. 
The soft palate 


hangs loose in ordinary breathing, 
but in speaking all sounds except 
the nasals—m, n, ng, p—it moves 
upwards almost entirely closing the 
nasal from the mouth cavity. This 
form of speech may be due to phys- 
ical causes—not only cleft palate, 
but adenoids and injuries following 
tonsil operations.

House on Sloping Ground 
Requires Special Design 


When a house is to be built on a 


hillside, the plan should be specifi- 
cally designed for a sloping lot. It 
is a mistake to try and fit a house 
that has been designed for flat 
ground to this type of property. 


Properly designed, a house on a 


hill can be made interesting and 
unusual. Rooms on different lev- 
els, connected by a few steps, are 
an entertaining change from the 
more usual plan. An attempt to 
adapt an ordinary plan to the 
sloping lot is likely to have dis- 
tressing results. Doors are likely 
to be several feet from the ground, 
necessitating steps that spoil the 
continuity of the exterior, or part 
of the earth is taken out of the 
side of a hill, and expensive retain- 
ing walls must be built. 


When a house is designed for a 


very abrupt slope, the ground level 
on one side may be a whole story 
higher than that on the other side. 


PORCH MAY BECOME 


ROOM OR TERRACE 


The porch is appearing less and 


less in modern architecture. The 
house that was built during the 
period when the porch was in high 
favor may often be remodeled to 
advantage. 
Sometimes the porch 


ran be enclosed to add another 
room, and sometimes it can be re- 
moved and replaced by a paved 
terrace. 
The 
purchase of old 


homes may be financed under the 
Insured Mortgage System of the 
Federal Housing Administration. 


This allows entrances at both lev- 
els. Thus a house built on a lot 
that drops away from the street 
finds its front door on the second 
floor, and the visitor will go down- 
stairs to the living room instead 
of upstairs to the bedrooms.

is only a half-story difference in 
grade, the whole house can be de- 
signed in half stories, following the 
grade.

inches deep with a drain In it pro- 
viding some escape for water flow- 
ing down the steps. 
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MIRRORED SHELVES 


A modern apartment had a mir- 


ror over a fireplace. There was no 
mantel.

frame around the mirror, and the 
glass backing reflected the colors

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Q. Is it necessary to remove old 


wallpaper before hanging new? 


A. When there is only one layer 


of paper and it is good and tight 
without any tears or ridges, you 
may paper over it, taking care to 
use no more paste than is abso- 
lutely necessary. If there are more 
than two layers the paper should be 
removed. 


Q. How do I talte a latch from a 


door to examine it? 


A. If it is a mortised lock, un- 


screw one handle and pull out the 
spindle to which the handles are 
fastened. Then unscrew the screws 
in the face of the lock on the edge 
of the door. 


Outside wooden steps are sub- 


ject to rapid deterioration because 
of constant exposure to the alter- 
nating action of rain and sun. As 
soon as any softness or excessive 
spring in the steps is noticed they 
should be examined and any wood 
showing signs of deciay should be 
removed and replaced. If the steps 
have been there for any length of 
time it might be well to replace the 
whole flight. 


CLEAR LEAVES 


When the leaves begin to fall 


they will blow about and bank up 
fences 
and the base of trellises. 


They should be cleaned away as 
they will hold the dampness and 
rot the wood against which they 
are resting. 


Q. How can I protect the floor 


beams that are quite close to the 
smoke pipe of the furnace? 


A. Get some sheets of asbestos 


board or sheet metal and nail them 
across the beams above the pipe. 


SUPPORTING PIERS 


MUST NOT SETTLE 


Piers which support a house or 


porch should be examined occasion- 
ally. It is well to see that they are 
plumb and have not settled. 
If 


they are of brick or tile or concrete 
units see that the joints are not 
cracked and that the mortar 
is 


solid in the joints. 
Settling 
or 


crumbling piers will cause settle- 
ment of the house itself. Cracked 
plaster, hammering radiators, trap- 
ped water lines, and sloping floors 
are but a few of the 
which might result.
